4. That all have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God, and that 
repentance is commanded of God for 
all and necessary for forgiveness of 
sins.

First, to resurrect 
the righteous dead and to catch 
away the living saints to Him in the 
air. Second, to reign on the earth a 
thousand years.

eternal life for the righteous and 
eternal punishment for the wicked.

DEAD LIST 


No pastor should authorize his clerk to take any mem- 
ber’s name from the regular church membership record 
and place same on what some have been pleased to call 
a “dead list,” and forget him from that time on, to the 
extent that he is not listed as a member and is not re- 
ported on in the future. Neither should any pastor author- 
ize his clerk to cross off members from the regular church 
membership record that have not been legally excluded 
from the church. No one has the authority to give such 
orders, and members are members until the church has 
taken legal action in a church conference, properly called 
and moderated. 

We have enough good government in the Church of God 
to properly take care of any irregularity that may arise. 
If you reach the place you feel something must be done, 
don’t take the line of least resistance, but rather go about 
the job of bringing your membership up-to-date in a sound 
businesslike manner. If all will do this, none will leave a 
record of which to be ashamed, and your brother minister 
will have less headaches when you are gone. Do your work 
conscientiously and honestly, for you are not laboring for 
man but for Him before whom all men will stand and give 
an account of their stewardship here.—John L. Byrd, State 
Overseer of Mississippi.

to this lot we bought refused to let 
us step on their property in order to 
get to our lot, which was blocked off 
by a huge ditch in front. At consider- 
able expense we hired a bulldozer to 
fill the ditch and grade the lot, with 
scores looking on. The Georgia Power 
Company had to bring their heaviest 
equipment and erect poles so that we 
could have lights. There were poles 
on the property of the owners but 
they would not allow the company to 
cross their land to make the neces- 
sary connections for us. 

We worshiped in this tent on our 
own lot during the worst of the win- 
ter, without missing a service. Many 
times it was impossible to heat the 
tent or keep the rain out. During the 
winter we gained seven new members. 
We used a borrowed piano, which 
automatically disappeared from the 
tent, being taken by a person who 
withdrew from the Church of God 
and was not the owner of the piano. 
All this was allowed to pass without 
the pastor trying to cause any trouble 
for those who took the piano. After 
the pastor and congregation an- 
nounced plans to build, the town 
organized firmly against the church. 
Each pastor demanded his members 
stay away from our services. (Some 
of them came anyway.) The property

owners next to ours have tried every 
way possible to get possession of our 
lot. The life of the pastor has been 
threatened and three times his car 
has almost been forced out of the 
road by thugs working for the peti- 
tioners. We should like to say here 
that the church was not presented to 
the town in a fanatical way, but in 
just as pious a way as could be. The 
pastor is a former student of Lee Col- 
lege and a former chief chemical 
operator for the E. I. Dupont de 
Mours & Co., also a former first oper- 
ator for the Carbide & Carbon Chem- 
icals Co. This is his first pastorate 
after attending Lee College last year. 

The church of eighteen members 
had blueprints drawn for an $18,000 
building, which would certainly have 
enhanced the section that we are in. 
On Friday night, May 6, our tent and 
everything we had burned. The total 
loss was $1,400, The tent burned in 
less than thirty minutes after the 
service. According to officials, the 
tent was saturated with gas. A prac- 
tically new piano, valued at $600, 
burned, with a P. A. system that cost 
several hundred dollars. Both of these 
were borrowed. The local authorities 
would not investigate. Brother Sim- 
mons, our state overseer, went before

He comes, or at least be faithful until 
death. 


SIMON PETER’S DECLARATION 
OF INDEPENDENCE 


Standing before thousands, many 
of whom had cried out to Pilate to 
crucify Jesus, Peter declared: “Ye 
men of Judaea, and all ye that dwell 
at Jerusalem, be this known unto you, 
and hearken to my words... this is 
that which was spoken by the prophet 
Joel:” Thus he defended Acts 2:1-4, 
“And when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were all with one 
accord in one place. And suddenly 
there came a sound from heaven as 
of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat up- 
on each of them. And they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and began 
to speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance.” 

Then, for fear some one would 
think the Church today is eliminated 
from this blessed baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, Simon Peter declares to all, 
“For the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call,” Acts 2:39. If it took 
the Holy Ghost according to Acts 2:4 
to initiate and set in motion the 
Church of God, am I not reasonable 
in saying that it will take the Holy 
Ghost according to Acts 2:4 and in all 
of His unhampered activity in and 
through all of our lives, to guarantee 
its continued success? Other denom- 
inations may have as their goal pres- 
tige, higher education, and consolida- 
tions for influence on politics and 
state. All of this may have its place; 
but no church or denomination 
should want any of these at the sacri- 
fice of the Holy Ghost. Therefore, as 
a mighty unit, we, the Church of God, 
go forward conscious of our constitu- 
tional rights, to propagate the doc- 
trines and tenets of the Church of 
God through the press, from the pul- 
pit, and over broadcasting stations, 
telephone, telegraph, cablegram and 
through missionaries at home and 
abroad. Therefore, as we approach 
the Fourth of July, with all its im- 
mortal sacredness, embodied in the 
Declaration of Independence, let us 
feel more keenly the solemnity of its 
recurrence by the profundity of our 
inalienable right to the pursuit of 
peace and happiness in our hearts, 
homes, communities, church, nation, 
and wherever Old Glory waves.

Recently, we had the happy priv- 
ilege of entertaining Brother and 


| Sister Coleman, of the Church of God 


for the Deaf in Akron, Ohio. Their 
visit with us was very unusual in that 
we carried on our conversation by 
writing. Brother Coleman, who is 
clerk of the church, has written the 
following about this visit, and we be- 
lieve his observation will enlighten 
those on the field of the work that is 
being done by our Church. 


OUR VISIT TO THE ORPHANAGE 
E. S. Coleman, Clerk 
Akron, Ohio, Church of God 
for the Deaf 
Our having a week’s vacation and 


' folks to visit down in Tennessee, Mrs. 


Coleman and I decided to go on down 
to Cleveland and visit Brother and 
Sister R. C. Cook and make an inspec- 
tion tour of Headquarters, the Pub- 
lishing House, Lee College, and the 
Orphanage. 

Upon arrival at Rev. and Mrs. 
Cook’s house, Sister Watts came over 
and informed us of the Cook’s being 
called to West Virginia by the de- 
parture of Mrs. Cook’s mother to be 
with Jesus, so she took us to her 
house. Later on we visited Headquar- 
ters, the Publishing House; we had a 
nice visit and talk with Brother H. L. 


Chesser, the Gener- 
al Overseer, and 
laid before him the 
cause of our Church © 
of God for the Deaf 
in Akron, Ohio, of 
which we are members. 

The Assistant General Overseer, 
Brother Zeno C. Tharp, and Mrs. 
Tharp, are real big-hearted folks, 
and they took us in for the night and 
fed us well. When we were called to 
the dinner table, we found that 
Brother Tharp is a fisher of fish as 
well as of men. Those were good fish 
thanks. 

The next morning Brother Wm. F. 
Dych, Superintendent of the Orphan- 
age, came and took us all through the 
buildings, and I must say that he is 
good at showing visitors around, even 
us folks, and he made it in time, be- 
fore his mechanical pencil got too hot 
to handle. 

First, we visited the new girls’ 
home, where Sister Golden is head 
matron; next, we visited the next 
girls’ home, where Sister Riddle is 
head matron; then, we went to the 
boys’ farm out on South Lee High- 
way, where there are ninety-three 
boys. This is a dairy farm, and some- 
thing like twenty-four cows are 





milked here. We were told that they 
get at least sixty gallons of milk a 
day, and that it all goes to the chil- 
dren in the Orphanage, which aver- 
ages better than a quart per day for 
each child. Here were fifteen pre- 
school-age boys, and you should see 
them swarm around Brother Dych as 
he comes in, as if he were their dad— 
all happy and full of smiles. We vis- 
ited the Benton Pike Farm, seven 
miles out of town, which has 363 
acres. There are thirty-two boys there 
now. This farm has something like 
thirty head of Hereford beef cattle, 
as well as a goodly number of hogs, 
chickens, ducks, etc., which furnish 
meat. It has a nice place where the 
boys can fish and swim to their 
hearts’ content. The boys help on the 
farm. They raise lots of vegetables, 
which go to the Orphanage; the sur- 
plus is canned each year to help take 
care of the winter’s needs. 


I have seen other orphanages be- 
fore, but none so large and modern, 
with about everything there is to fix 
the children for future life. They even 
have the opportunity to go to the big, 
fine, all-modern Lee College, which 
we next visited, and I understand 
that a number of the high-school 
children are now attending there. 

Just before visiting the College, 
Brother Dych took us back to the 
second girls’ home and had us sit 
down to a nice dinner with him, Mrs. 
Dych, and a number of the children. 
Every one at the Orphanage is well 
fed and taken real good care of. 











New Parsonage, Church of God, Greenwood, S. C. 
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CHURCH OF GOD IN GREEN-

PARSONAGE 
The Church of God on Durst Ave- 
nue in Greenwood, S. C., has recently 
completed a new parsonage, built on 
a site just across the street from the 
church, on the corner of Durst Ave- 
nue and Woodland Street. This build- 
ing stands among the longleaf pines, 
on a site consisting of six lots forming 
a park area, which will be used by the 

church for recreational facilities. 
The parsonage is of wood frame 
construction, built of number one 
material throughout, consisting of a 
living room, dining room, three bed- 
rooms, a hall, kitchen, pastor’s study, 
and bath. Upstairs there is a hall, 
two storage spaces, and a half bath. 
There is an 8-x-20-foot screened-in 
porch, with a concrete floor, and a

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“May Day” in Benton, Illinois 

For the past three years, the first 
Sunday in May has meant quite a bit 
to the Church of God in Benton, 
Illinois. It has been set aside:as Build- 
ing Fund Day, or, as someone said, 
“May Day,” on which occasion pledges 
made the previous May, on the new 
building, are paid in. These days 
started the year before there was a 
new building and have brought forth 
the glorious results about. which we 
are writing. 

May 1, 1949, to my mind, gave the 
greatest cause for rejoicing, for when 
the offering was counted, the present 
pastor, Brother V. W. Thomas, an- 
nounced that the total amount still 
owed on the new building was less 
than the amount raised last year. He 
reported that from May, 1948, to May, 
1949, there had been $8,000 raised in 
offerings and over $8,000 paid in 
tithes. My, we had a great day en- 
joying the blessings of the Lord, the 
good fellowship of the pastor and 
church, and listening to the good fi- 
nancial reports. Everybody seemed 
happy, and had a right to be! The 
presence of the state overseer, Rev. 
M. P. Cross, and Sister Cross added 
much to the service. 

Brother Thomas and the Benton 
people invited the writer to speak at 
this year’s “May Day” service. In our 
message we recalled that, due to the 
many discounts on material and a 
tremendous amount of donated labor 
amounting to thousands of hours, the 
building was started on June 25, 1947, 
and we moved into it the Sunday be- 
fore Christmas, 1947, six months later, 
with it half paid for and enough 
pledges (including earmarked Sunday 
School offerings) to pay off half the 
balance. On our leaving Benton to 
take up the pastorate and building 
program in Nashville, Tennessee, 
Brother Thomas came there from 
Pulaski, Va., and took up the work 
in a progressive and energetic manner 
so characteristic of Brother Thomas. 
He followed up (AND COLLECTED) 
pledges already made, secured new 
pledges, instituted new means of rais- 
ing money, and the church kept roll- 
ing on to victory! Praise God! The 
Church of God doesn’t have to depend 
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on any individual preacher! Happy? 
Surely, we are. It has been two years, 
June 25, since the basement was dug 
and the footing poured, and today the 
good Benton people are worshiping 
in a 48x74 foot brick building, with 
full daylight basement Sunday School 
rooms, rest rooms, beautiful colored 
art-glass windows, and many other 
beautiful features—a building worth 
$65,000—and owe less than $8,000.

Space will not 
permit mention of everyone respon- 
sible for making May 1, 1949, a “red 
letter” day.

Governor Herman Talmadge, and the 
governor ordered the FBI to the scene 
to investigate the fire, but nothing 
has been discovered yet. The whole 
town seemed to rejoice at the burn- 
ing of this tent. The pastor, who con- 
ducts the “Word of God” broadcast 
over Radio Station WIBB, Carrollton, 
Ga., each Saturday at 1:00 p. m. East- 
ern Standard Time, asked for help 
over the broadcast, and men came in 
and built benches, and the revival 
continued in open air. The pastor and 
church are still worshiping in the 
open air. The church is doing its best 
to get some kind of a building up be- 
fore winter, for it has proved to be im- 
possible to rent any kind of a building 
in which to worship. After the burn- 
ing of the tent, the pastor solicited 
several of the business firms for help 
in starting the building. He did not 
get one dime from any of them. The 
mayor and council have asked us to 
sell the lot we now have and leave the 
city limits. This is not half of the 
persecution the church has stood un- 
der, and the pastor and congregation 
are still determined to build and use 
just as little wood as possible in the 
building. In spite of all this, the 
church has a great opportunity here, 
for there is a great interest.
